other. It made men of them. Bring National 
Service back and there would be at least 95% 
that couldn’t cope. f often sit and wonder what 
Bar Hill will be like ten years on with the 
vandalism to trees, property etc. Still, perhaps I 
may have moved on with my husband’s retire- 
ment taking place during that time.
